A Pathetic Description of a Spot 


Now Sacred in American 


History.

of the town, where the small Spanish 
cottages cluster silent and sunburned 
alonn the narrow street, is the cemetery 
of Key West. 
Near the main entrance, 


which i! guarded br a creaking old 
wooden gate, is a group o! newli-made 
graves. They are in the potters' field— 
the part of the burying ground set apart 
lor the pauper dead. 


These ars the graves of the heroes 


who lost their lives on the battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor on the night 
of February 15. There are 24 of them 
unmarked. Above eich mound of glist- 
ening white lime-stone earth a small 
American flag droops in the fierce sun 
that beats incessantly down upon the 
island. The Hags are faded and frayed. 
When a breeze comes up from the 
ocean they flutter sadly for moment'and 
tgain droon to the scorched earth. 


In tbe center of each mound is a email 


glass goblet, which still holds the dis- 
colored and withered stems of flowers, • 


"They were put there by a lady from 


Philadelphia," eaid the 
dreary old 


sexton. "Sne came here about ten days 
after the bodies were buried and put 
flowers on all the craves. 
I asked her 


who she was, but she said 'no matter.1 


And these faded little flags and with- 


ered stems of flowers are all that mark 
the resting place of the heroes of whom 
the civiliMd world has been talking 
since the fatal night, 
nearly three 


months ago. There is nothing else to 
tell the stranger who passes through tbe 
potters' field where the heroes of the 
Maine are sleeping. 
Tbe space where the graves are was 


evidently prepared in grant haste. Near 
the little white mounds on all sidet arc 
unsightly heaps of litter and rubbish 
In one spot stands an old hearse, 
weather bsaten and ghastly in its very 
aspect of loneliness and decay. Tha 
sexton said it had once been need as the 
city hearse, but one day it broke down 
while carrying a body to the pottei'a 
field, and there it still stands.

His diagnosis was as funny as it was 
severe, and his prescription for the pre- 
vailing malady—"thimble fall of brains" 
—will be much more effective than if 
sent forth by a lees noted man.

It was found in bis 


pocket by Charles Bach. It was written 
in German, and Mr. Bach read a trans- 
lation of it to the coroner'a jury. While 
he made no direct reference to suicide 
be stated that he waa "going away," 
and advised hie wife to return to the 
home of her parents in Colorado, and 
asked her not to censure him before tbe 
children "when he was gone," bat to 
kiss each one a thousand times for him. 


Maaa was treasurer of an order of
